The Strains of War 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IT SHOULD be no surprise to 
any one who has thought about it 
at all that the stresses of war 
have created many mental in­ 
valids. Men’s minds, like their 
bodies, are built on different levels 
o f resistance to strain. 
One man will go along q uite 
efficiently on a job th a t req uires

little respo nsibility o r initiative 
and as lo ng as economic condi­ 
tio ns are pro spero us he will never 
sho w that he has inside him the 
seeds o f mental deterioration, al­ 
co ho lism o r complete madness. 
Mo st men lead lives of q uiet des­ 
peratio n, but so lo ng as the des­ 
peratio n is quiet we never notice 
them. When something makes it 
active so ciety has to take notice. 
War is certainly the supreme 
ex ample o f such an activator. We 
are seeing in medical practice 
plenty of ex amples of the result 
and it is no t pessimism, but sim­ 
ply a realistic conclusion that one 
o f the great post-war problems 
will be the mental incapacity of a 
large gro up o f our citizens, the 
numerical amo unt of which would 
be difficult to assess. 
Repo rt Fro m England 
Fro m England we have a report 
o n this by Dr. James W. Mackin­ 
to sh, published by the Common­ 
wealth Fund (The W ar and Men­ 
tal Health in England), The B rit­ 
ish had much mo re stress than we 
—air raids, life in shelters, evac­ 
uatio n o f children and separation 
fro m parents. The report makes 
no estimate o f the ex act number 
o f mental wrecks there are in 
England, but o ne gathers this is in 
the millio ns. 
In the United States the causa­ 
tive facto rs have been for the 
y o ung, inductio n into the army 
and the pro spect o f baftle ex peri­ 
ence, and fo r the older group, 
change fro m peacetime work to 
war wo rk, o verwo rk, grief from 
lo sses o f lo ved o nes, separation , 
and the petty annoy ances and re­ 
strictio ns o f ratio ning and priori­ 


ty s. Only the very weakest went 
down under the last. 
What the psy chiatrists see can 
be classified under three headings. 
1. The anx iety state. THV nerv­ 
o us breakdown. Co nsisting'o f ex ­ 
cite ment, 
co nfusio n, 
unacco unt­ 
able actions, tremblings, changes 
in pulse and 
breathing. These are 
not necessarily serio us pro blems 
and when 
the crisis is o y er will 
pro bably in mo st instances auto ­ 
matically adjust themselves. 
2. C onversional 
breakdo wn. 
These are gro ss mo o d diso rders, 
o r the simulatio n o r fear o f so me 
organic disease. Usually they are 
based upon an 
essential psy cho­ 
pathic personality and the wkr de­ 
veloped this as 
a pho to graphic 
plate is made clear by the devel­ 
oper. They may respo nd to treat­ 
ment o r may beco me fo rever use­ 
less. 
3. The accentuatio n o f previo us­ 
ly seen and 
reco gnized neuro ses. 
The hy steric, o r the perso n with 
temper tantrum s

q uent attacks fo r less real res- \ 
sons. The

War Cares 
One hopeful 
thing abo ut this 
last group is th at the stresses and 
responsibilities o f the war cures 
instead of 
accentuates a lo t o f 
thi rn. In such 
a case the func­ 
tional dy speptic finds so me pride 
in the fact that he can eat any ­ 
thing, the headachers quit, their 
beefing and 
go to wo rk, and the 
insomniac sleeps like a to p. 
One lesson fro m the British ex ­ 
perience is that in treatment we 
shall probably have to take these 
people in classes and treat them 
by group psy chology . The cases 
are too numerous 
to allo w o f in­ 
dividualization. 
Another lesson each of us can 
take to heart. It is the to ugh- 
minded nation., 
who arc g o ing ’to 
endure and y ou Clin 
take it if y o u 
make up y our mind to i t Instead 
of giving way and say ing—"I can’t 
stand any more of this. I am going 
to have a good old fashioned 
cry , 
y ou will find it is just as easy to 
say —"F o r the sake of my neigh­
